Paper Reel. 





The object of the invention herewith 
iJlustrated is to improve the construction of 
paper reels for paper machines, whereby 
there may be readily fed several—say four 
or five -ends of paper from as many paper 
rolls which are on the reel to the action of a 
paper cutter or of a paper cutter and slitter, 
and all so that one man may readily mount 
the paper rolls on the reels and discharge 
the carrying portions therefor when the pa- 
ner has been drawn off therefrom and to 
advance the positions of unexhausted rolls, 
and to then place at the rear of the reel 
frame a fresh paper roll, to the end of ren- 
dering the roll most convenient, easy and 
efficient of operation and also more simple 
and durable 

Figure 1 is a side view of the reel, Fig. 2 
‘eing a plan view. 

A represents the reel frame, suitably 
formed and braced and designed to occupy 
arectangular space, and the upper opposing 
parallel edges or rails, a a, of the side mem- 
bers of the frame incline from the rear end 
forwardly and downwardly. 

BB represents transverse shafts, sup- 
ported in suitable bearings on the side mem- 
bers of the frame, each carrying near its 
opposite end and just inside of the frame 
sides sprocket wheels, cc and dd. Endless 
drive or sprocket chains, D, are passed 
around and supported on side pairs, c d, of 
the sprocket wheels, which in turn support 
and carry boxes, 64, which preferably have 
open tops for the reception of the journal 
extremities «2 of the paper rolls M. Each 
box 6is formed of lower and upper parts, 
the former being connected directly to the 
chain, while the latter, in which the bearing 
socket for the paper roll journal is formed, 
is adjustable on the lower part in the direc- 
tion of the run of the chain. These parts 
are fitted the one to the other by tongue and 
groove, one part carrying a bolt and the other 


having a slot through which the bolt passes, | 


the parts being clamped or held together by 
anut. By this provision boxes at each side 
of the rail may be caused to accurately op- 
pose each other, even if the chains are not 
exactly alike, or if one on being mounted 
fails to have its links exactly correspond 
with those of the other, the paper rolls may 
be set with their axles truly parallel, insur- 





ing the even drawing off of the paper. 

The upper part of each box é has agreater 
width or extent transversely of the machine 
than the lower part, which is secured upon 
the chain, or, in other words, a suitable por- 
ton of the box is so formed that as it is car- 
ned with the chain in proximity with the 
upper portion of the reel frame the box por- 
ton will have a bearing and rest upon the 
downwardly and forwardly inclined edge 
portion a of the reel frame, which latter sus- 
‘ains the weight of the boxes and of the 
Paper rolls thereon, relieving the chain 

Upon one of the sprocket carrying shafts, 
Preferably the rear one, and upon each end 
thereof ate mounted gear wheels, / /, with 
which mesh gear wheels, ¢ g, of a counter- 
shaft, 4, which latter shaft also carries a 
worm wheel, 7.

It is intended to employ, usually, paper 
rolls on which are wound strips of paper of 
uniform length and to draw off from the 


first mounted roll a suitable portion of the | 


paper before the roll is advanced and the 
next roll mounted on the reel, for by this 
mode of procedure the paper from the rolls 
in the series will become successively ex- 
hausted at the front of the reel, so that no 
breaks or lapses will be necessary in the 
running of the paper machinery, except for 
replacing the exhausted forward roll, so 
that the same number of sheets 
or layers may always be carried 
to the action of the cutter or 
cutters. 

The arbor of each paper roll 
is shown as extended at one 
side of the reel beyond the box 
6 therefor, and is provided with 
a friction disk or whegl, #, which 
is fixed thereon. /, Fig. 1, 
represents a frictional strap for 
each of the disks, which by its 
one end has a sliding engage- 
ment with the rail g, on the 
frame, and which strap by its 
other end is provided with a 
weight, s. These friction de- 
vices prevent any forward rota- 
tion of the paper rolls, except 
as they are turned by the ten- 
sion of the paper as the same 
is drawn forwardly for being 
cut.

Facing Compound. 





A new compound for fac- 
ing bricks, stone, concrete, plas- 
ter, iron, glass, or wood, or other 
substances has for its object the 
production of an ornamental 
appearance and greater dura- 
bility to the substances or sur- 
faces so treated. This com- 
pound is made by melting to- 
gether in a crucible and proper furnace a 
mixture composed of 15 parts of fine sili- 
cious sand as pure as may be obtained, 8 dry 
parts of dry carbonate of soda, and 1 part 
of charcoal, all in a state of fine division 
and intimate mixture. After the mixture 


has become thoroughly melted and evenly | 


combined the fused mass is poured out, and, 
after cooling, broken into coarse pieces. 
These pieces are put into a clean iron kettle 
and boiled with water until the whole is 
thoroughly dissolved 


about 30 per cent. of the watery solution.

thick transparent sirup or in such propor- | 
tion that the fused compound shall form | 





‘*No. 1” 48 pounds of finely powdered cal- 
careous marl and 10 pounds of sulphur are | 
added in very fine powder. This mixture, 
known as ‘ No. 2,” makes a thin, creamy | 
paste, which may be kept a long time with- | 
out change if kept closely covered from the 
air. 


If it is desired to treat the face of build- 
ing bricks so as to make them look like | 
stone, then to each gallon of No. 2 is added 


| 16 pounds of clean silicious sand, which is 


thoroughly stirred in, together with such 
coloring matter as may be required to give 
the paste any desired color. 


The mixture is then ready for application, 
and may be applied by means of a trowel 
or by the use of a coating machine to com- 
mon bricks, and the mixture may be applied 
to the brick to a thickness of from one-six- 
teenth of an inch to one-eighth of an inch 
or even thicker. A coat of the paste one- 
sixteenth of an inch thick is generally suf- 
ficient. After coating the bricks are laid | 
away to dry, which will generally be ac- | 
complished in five hours’ time at tempera- 
ture of the air. After this so-called ‘‘ dry- 
ing” the paste on the face of the bricks 
will contain from 10 to 20 per cent. of water,

The bricks are next piled onto an iron car 


which is heated up to a temperature of 
from 220° to 230° Fahr., which causes the 
water still remaining in the paste (although 
it is apparently dry) to react with the sul- 
phur and the soda in the compound, there- 
by producing sodium thiosulphate (Na,S,Os) 
and a small quantity of sodium sulphide. 
Although the indications of this last sub- 
stance are slight, it may be the interme- 
diary product previous to the formation of 
the thiosulphate. The result of this reac- 
tion is that the silica in the paste passes 
from the soluble to the insoluble state. 
The paste may next be exposed to the

carbonic acid of the atmosphere without 
being in any way affected, and it can be ex- 


| posed to prolonged soaking in water with- 
| out being softened or disintegrated. The 


sodium thiosulphate in the paste will be 
dissolved out; but the body, color and 
hardness of the compound appear to be un- 
affected by such soaking. 

Instead of using silicious sand, the mix- 
ture No. 2 may be mixed with marble dust, 
powdered steatite, powdered bricks of any 
special color, or many other forms of inert 
matter to give body and color to the paste, 
and instead of these mixtures themselves 
forming the outer surface or coating of the 
iron or wood to 
which the mixtures are applied the paste 
while still soft may be studded full of fine 


The paste may also be used as the 
cementing material to fix sheets of smooth 
glass onto the face of each brick or other | 
surface, and then the color of the cement | 
will show through the glass, and the sur- | 
face of the material to which it is applied 
will look as though it were enameled. 

For indoor work, where not exposed to 
water, the heating of the paste is unneces- 
sary, as time alone appears to produce the 


| same changes in the paste as heat, though | 


the time required for this is long.

A hot pressing machine for compressing 
and hardening pails and like articles made 
from paper pulp has been invented, The 
pail form is fed into a chambered socket die, 
connected with steam supply and exhaust 
pipes. Itis then automatically centred un- 
der a male die and a pressure of several 
tons is exerted by means of a rising follower. 
The latter is then lowered, allowing the 
socket die to descend, and the pail can then 
be readily removed.

‘** But what are we going to do next? 
How are we to find out just the resistance 
of that 182 feet of pipe?” 

‘That is an easy one. Glance at the top 
of the page (89) and there it says: ‘The 
approximate weight of any fluid which will 
flow in one minute through any given pipe 
with a given head or pressure 
may be found by the following 
formula :

in which W — weight in pounds, 
d— diameter in inches, D — 
density or weight of steam per 
cubic foot, p'— the initial pres- 
sure, p’=the pressure at end 
of pipe,and L— the length of 
pipe in feet.’” 

‘* Well, Tramp, that’s a ter- 
ror. Do you expect a man to 
tackle that thing and be able 
to stand his tour afterward?”

‘First, we will apply the 
formula to the matter as it 
stands, and see if the calculated 
fall in pressure corresponds to 
that you mentioned in your let- 
ter, viz.,10 pounds. It looks as 
if there was a ‘nigger in the 
fence ' somewhere, for a 6 inch 
pipe seems large enough for a 
20x40 engine at the speed this 
one runs. 

‘* First we will find how many 
cubic feet of steam are needed 
in the cylinder every minute. Its area is 
2.1817 square feet, as can be easily ascer- 
tained on page 252 of ‘Haswell.’ The 
whole length of cylinder being 40 inches, 
and steam cut off at three-eighths stroke, 
there will be 15 inches, or 1.25 feet, of the 
length of the cylinder filled with steam 
at each stroke; 1.25x2.1817 — 2.7271 cubic 
feet, the volume of steam taken at each 
stroke. 

‘*As there are two strokes to the revo- 
lution, and about ninety revolutions per 
minute, then there will be 2.7271x2x90 — 
490.878 cubic feet of steam taken through 
the pipe every minute. 

‘*It can now be written that 1 cubic foot 
of steam at 80 pounds gauge pressure (95 | 
pounds absolute) weighs about .22 pound |

‘This is the pressure at which 
should be delivered to the engine through 
equivalent length of 182 feet of 6 inch pipe. 
This means a drop of only .168 of one pound 
for friction of pipe, valve, bends and throt- 
tle. It is evident that the trouble is some- 
where else.” 

‘* But look here, Tramp, where in all cre- 
ation can it be if it is not in the pipe being 
too small? You don’t think there is a re- 
ducing valve in my steam pipe, do you?” 

‘*Don’t know; there may be. Are you 
sure that the cast iron neck is all right 
where the pipe is bolted to the boiler? I 
have seen cases where the hole in the boiler 
was not cut large enough, and other cases 
where a 4inch neck has been bolted on to 
supply a 6inch pipe. Then, again, are you 
sure you took the pressure in the pipe on 
the side of the throttle next to the engine? 
You are sure of that, then? Well, I think 
it would be a first-class idea to come down 
here some time when the mill is shut down, 
and see if there is really a 6inch hole in 
that pipe all the way from boiler to engine.” 

‘Well, Tramp, you may be sure that I 
will do it the first chance that comes along. 
They are going to change wire next week, 
and that will be my time.” 

‘* Be sure and write me all about it, won't 
you?” 

‘* Better believe I will; and while we are 
about it isn’t there some other way to 
figure the matter? I would like to take it 
several ways and see if they all come out 
alike.” 

‘*You remember that we have already 
worked out the problem by two methods,” 
said Tramp ; ‘‘ there was the one-tenth area 
business, you remember, which brought in 
that the steam pipe should be 634 inches in 
diameter. But that was a kind of ‘rule of 
thumb’ method, and there should enter 


| into all steam pipe calculations the length 


of pipe and piston speed. There is arule on 
*Roper’s Engineer’s Handy 
Book,’ which says : 

‘** The diameter of the steam pipe varies 
with leading engine builders between one- 


| quarter and one-third the diameter of the 


cylinder, the exhaust pipes being from 30 
to 50 per cent. larger. Some builders make 
them little, if any, larger; but too small 
steam and exhaust pipes are a prevailing 
vice among small builders, especially those 
in country districts, who do not use an indi- 
cator to determine their proportions. The 
proper diameter for steam and exhaust 
pipes may be found by multiplying the di- 
ameter of the piston in inches by its speed 
in feet, and dividing the product by 1440 
for steam and by 1140 for exhaust pipes. 
The quotient will be the diameter of the 
pipe in inches. For short and direct pipes,

and that amount of water will be carried 
by the 6 inch pipe per minute, This agrees | 
pretty nearly with the calculated amount of 
108 pounds ; so it is safe to say that the 6 
inch pipe is large enough by this rule also.” 

‘*But is this amount of water right?” 
asked the engineer. ‘‘ Will it supply the re- 
quired number of horse power?” 

‘‘That is easily figured,” said Tramp ; 
‘*108 pounds of water per minute is 6,480 
pounds per hour. Now. I don’t know how 
economical your engine is, but if it requires 
30 pounds of water per horse power per 
hour it will yield 6,480 = 30 216 horse | 
power, instead of 225, as you stated in your 
letter. But, according to this last formula, 
with 1 pound drop of pressure between | 
boiler and engine, we get 114x60 6,840 
pounds of water per hour. Then the horse 
power will be 6,840 — 30 = 226, just about 
the rated capacity. If, however, more water 
than 30 pounds is required, the result will 
be different.” 

‘* That seems plain enough,” said the en- 
gineer, ‘‘ but how about that table on page 
89 of ‘Steam?’ There it gives a flow of 
269 pounds of steam through a 6 inch pipe | 
with 80 pounds gauge pressure, and we 
have only obtained 108 and 114 pounds so 
far?” 

‘It is this way,” replied Tramp. ‘‘ That | 
table was calculated for pipes having a 
length of 240 times their diameter. But we 
can reduce our pipe to that length, and see 
how the result compares with those already 
obtained. Let’s calculate the flow through | 
182 feet of pipe with a drop of 1 pound pres- 
sure. This will be found to be 266.7 pounds, 
or 2.3 pounds less than given in the table | 
for 240 diameters of 6 inch pipe under 
80 pounds gauge pressure.” 

‘“‘Seems to be a big variation, doesn’t 
there?” remarked the engineer. ‘‘ One 
pipe has a length of 240 diameters, the 
other of 364.” : 

‘* Yes, but there is not so much variation 
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diameters, but the length for resistance of 
discharge has been figured into the table, 
while we have put it all into the 364 diame- 
ters.

It does look as if a 6 inch pipe was big 
enough to supply the engine with steam

‘That’s so, engineer, and be sure to 


| write me full particulars as soon as you find

out about the pipe. 

‘*That I will; but before you go to the 
station don’t forget to talk over that effec- 
tive pressure business, as mentioned in the 
letter.” 

‘‘Well, I had forgotten that. Let’s see. 
Turn to page 72 of ‘ Roper’s’ and you will 
find a table giving average pressure for al- 
most any given initial pressure and point 
of cut off. There you will find that for 
three-eighths stroke 80 pounds will give 44.5; 
70 pounds, 52; 75, 55 75, and 80, 59.5.”

‘‘What can I say that is new about 
the state of trade?” This question was put 
by your correspondent to a_ well-known 
manufacturer to-day. After musing a mo- 
ment the paper man replied: ‘‘I wish you 
had propounded something easier. My 
business is good and I imagine that four- 
fifths of the people in my line will tell you 
the same thing. Orders are not large, but 
in the aggregate the product is well cov- 
ered, and although this is not particularly 
new, still it will cover the present condition 
of things.” The output of finished goods 
1s averaging well and will compare very 
favorably with the business of the cor- 
responding month last year. There is very 
little said about any change in prices and I 
think that there is very little cutting. If 
anything can be more quiet than the stock 
market the dealers would like to know what 
it is. 

Now and then a local paper mill changes 
hands, and the latest move in this direction 
took place early this week, when James H. 
Newton disposed of his interest in the 
Franklin Paper Mill to James and John 
Ramage. This mill was built in 1866 by 
John C. Newton, and a stock company soon 
began business with a capital of $60,000. 
It was first run on collar paper, but in 1878 
the product was changed to animal sized 


envelope and flat papers, the daily product 


being 4 tons a day. Two mill powers are 
used, and eight 400 pound engines, one Jor- 
dan engine, one 62 inch paper machine and 
one 40 horse power Corliss steam engine 
constitute the main equipments of the 
plant.

the wreck and badly crushed, and he was 
taken to his home at Springfield. The 
first intimation of the accident which the 
clerks and office help of the Chemical Mill 
had was when the locomotive poked its 
nose through the wall into the office and 
the brick and mortar began to fall about 
the men’s ears. Then there was a lively 
scampering, and several clerks were hit by 
bricks, but none were badly hurt. A 
wrecking train was sent for, and it was 
several hours before the track was cleared. 
The railroad people will pay all damages.

The spring frolic of the 
Black River occasioned a lively time of it 
among the various paper and pulp mills, 
The Taggart Mills lost 1,500 cords of pulp 
wood, which escaped from a boom at Felt’s 
Mills and went galloping down the river at 
a tremendous pace. Some of it lodged 
against the rocks and trees and some was 
secured at the Taggart Mill, in this city, 
while the remainder went down the river 
to Dexter. The officers of the Taggart 
| Company say that the loss on account of 
| the breaking of the boom and the escape 
of the pulp logs will not be heavy and will 
not fall on them, but on the contractors, 
from whom they had not as yet received 
the logs. There were only between 300 and 
400 cords of the 1,500 lost. Men along the 
river with large pike poles gathered in a 
great share of the big 16 foot logs between 
| Black River and Dexter. The men were 
| paid 5 cents a log for every one landed.

che Remington Pulp Mill, built by the 
Springfield (Mass.) Iron Works, was swept 
iway. It could not withstand the pressure 
from the water and the blows from the pulp 
logs which came crashing down the swollen 
waters. ‘The loss will fall upon the com- 
nany, as the town had not accepted it. 

The Jefferson Paper Company’s flume 
sas also forced out at Black River. The 
fume and bulkhead are of stone, but the 
end was of wood supported by timbers. 
The latter gave way and the 12 inch beams 
were broken. The mills were compelled to 

ose down, which was a serious loss to them 

t this time of the year. 

The report from Rensselaer Falls is the 
same, although no serious damage has 
taken place. Down at South Glens, in the 
eastern part of the State, high water caused 
all the saw and paper mills to shut down, 
and the river roads are all flooded. At 
Sandy Hill the pulp and paper mills were 
compelled to suspend, but are all running 
again. 

The new paper mill at Potsdam is being 
pushed through for all it is worth. A visit 
to the site reveals a scene of great activity. 
Some thirty men are busy clearing the 
ground for the foundations and framing the 
timbers for the buildings. The company 
is negotiating for six water wheels to de- 
velop, it is expected, 200 horse power each 
and to cost $6,000. Inasmuch as wheels 
capable of developing 75 horse power each 
are the largest which have yet been used in 
any of the mills on the river, the new wheels 
will be quite a curiosity. 

John Waters, an employee at the pulp 
mill at South Glens Falls, had the second 
finger of his left hand badly cut this week. 
W. R. Bates, in the same mill, had his right 
foot crushed in a gear. 

There is some talk of starting another 
paper mill at Carthage.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., April 16, 1892. 

A subject of great interest to pulp 
and paper manufacturers throughout the 
country, East and West, and more particu- 
larly to our Niagara Falls manufacturers, is 
the duty which the Canadian Government 
is talking of imposing on spruce logs to be 
used in making pulp. The manufacturers 
here who have combined with others to 
purchase large tracts of Canadian timber 
lands will feel such a duty severely. 

This proposed duty is being urged by 
Canadian paper manufacturers strongly at 
Ottawa, and it is understood that a bill 
was in contemplation, when the large landed 
interests and owners of wooded property 
entered a strong protest. Recently a large 
delegation, representing the Georgian Bay 
and Ottawa Valley districts, in all between 
fifty and sixty delegates, including J. R. 
Booth, Hiram Robinson, H, K. Egan, James 
Laren, A. H. Edwards, Peter White, M. P., 
and W. C. Edwards, of the Ottawa Valley 
lumber trade; A. H. Campbell, James Scott, 
Burton Strathe, D. L. White, Dalton Mc- 
Carthy, M. P., and Lieutenant Colonel 
O’Brien, M. P., of the Georgian Bay terri- 
tory, waited on the Government in regard 
to the paper makers’ proposition. Premier 
Abbott and Mr. Bowell and Mr. Foster, of 
the Ministry, were present. 

Mr. O’Brien spoke chiefly with reference 
to wood pulp, which he said was now bring- 
ing a large quantity of money into the 
country in exchange for an article hitherto 
of no value and which could be reproduced 
in a very short period. 

Mr. Booth pointed out that there was no 
danger of the supply of pulp wood becom- 
ing exhausted in Canada, as there were in 
the Province of Quebec immense tracts of 
timber lands far beyond the requirements 
of the country for many years tocome. He 
also argued that the Americans were in no 
sense dependent upon Canada for their 
Supply, because in parts of New York and 
in Maine and Vermont there were millions 
and millions of cords of wood quite suffi- 
cient for their needs; but having erected their 
mills near the border and being able to 
secure Canadian wood they wovld continue 
to use it as long as they could obtain it free, 
aS at present. Mr. Booth thought that if an 
export duty was placed on the wood Ameri- 
cans would move their mills to where they 
could secure American timber. He also 
thought the imposition of a duty on saw 
logs would endanger the whole Canadian 
lumber trade. 

Mr. Scott, of the Georgian Bay district, 
dilated in general on the heavy forest fires 
which destroy so much valuable timber, and 
which could just as well be exported and be 
Saved. All of these chances would be lost 
if a duty were imposed. 

Messrs. Brownlee, Shatlee and Campbell 
‘poke. The latter represents the Lumber- 
men’s Association of Canada, and he dis- 
“ussed the matter quite at length. He 
Pointed out the probable disadvantages 
Which would naturally follow through the 
American Government increasing the im-

WE give place in our columns to 
quite a lengthy report of the proceed- 
ings at the first annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the big English chemi- 
cal combination known as the United 
Alkali Company. While we are sure 
that this report will be studied by our | 
readers with interest, we desire to call 
attention to some of its striking fea- 
tures and the deductions to be made 
therefrom. It appears that for the four- 
teen months ended with December 31, 
during which period the company has 
been in operation, the net profits of the 
combination,were about $2,685,000. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that the 
stockholders expressed their satisfac- 
tion, especially as dividends of 7 shil- 
lings per share on preference shares 
and 5 shillings per share on ordinary 
shares were declared, even after de- 
ducting nearly $1,000,000 carried into a 
reserve fund. These dividends re- 
spectively amount to 7 and 8 per cent, 
per annum. It does not appear that 
there is any reason why these hand- 
some returns shall not be doubled or 
trebledthis year. It is certainly within 
the power of the English producers of 
paper making chemicals to compel 
those who are dependent upon them 
for supplies to pay dearly for the priv- 
ilege of purchasing. Prudence, how- 
ever, might deter them from imposing 
too heavy a strain upon the temper of 
those who are held at their mercy. The

Trade Talks. 


George P. Folts,of the Remington Paper 
Company—My trip to Florida was for pleas- 
ure only, but I, of course, had an eye to any 
business which might present itself. My 
stay down there was with my family and I 
had the pleasure of making little excursions 
from where I was staying to points south of 
us. I met some Western paper men who 
seemed to be there on pleasure bent, and 
Florida about this time of the year seems to 
be well patronized. Paper manufacturers 
at some seasons of the year are not perhaps 
overwhelmed with work and a little recrea- 
tion while news is still at 3 cents is not out 
of the way. What struck me most down 
there? Well, the price of the land and the 
relative cost of the climate. The latter is 
worth $400 an acre, the former 20 cents. 
Land in many parts is sour and sandy. 
There is, however, a colony of Waterville 
(N. Y.) people who have set out 60 acres of 
grape vines at a place called Moultree. 
The land was until lately covered with 
pines and it cost $250 per acre to clear, grub 
and set out the plants in it. About paper? 
Oh, well; I knew enough while in Florida 
to keep my tongue still about that. There 
are some little places there which handle 
150 to 200 pounds a day. That’s about all. 
While there I went down the Halifax River 
and to Indian River to Rock Ledge. This 
is one of the finest orange producing sec- 
tions in Florida. Lots average from 600 
to 800 feet front on the river, and Governor 
Flower, of New York, offered $2,000 per 
acre forthis, I understand. There is quite 
a lot of palmetto in Florida. Why this 
shouldn’t make good paper I don’t know. 
There’s plenty of fibre in it and there are

burned on April 2. The mill had two ma- 
chines and was run on writing, cartridge 
and print papers. The loss on buildings, 
stock and machinery is reported to be about 
$460,000. 

The Niagara Wood Paper Company, 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., had a little scorching 
last week ; but it did not amount to much. 
One of the ventilators caught fire near the 
roof toward the river bank. The firemen 
responded promptly and had the blaze out 
in short order. It is supposed to have 
originated from a hot box on the fan in the 
ventilator. 

The plant of Winter's Art Lithographing 
Company, Springfield, Ohio, was destroyed 
by fire on April 12. The company had 4 
contract for all of the world’s fair litho 
graphing, and part of the original stones 
for the fair work were destroyed.

Burning of the Crane Paper Mill. 





About 11 o'clock on Thursday night, 
April 14, fire was discovered by the watch- 
man of the premises in the rag room on 
the second floor of the celebrated ‘‘ Govern- 
ment” paper mill of Crane & Co., at Colts- 
ville, near Dalton, Mass. So rapidly were 
the lames communicated to other parts of 
the building that the entire structure was 
burned to the grounds. As soon as the 
blaze was discovered the Dalton steam 
whistles were all set blowing, word was 
telephoned to Pittsfield and help asked of 
the local fire department. 
detailed, and started for the scene of the 


fire at 11:30. Atthis time the reflection of | 
the blaze in the eastern sky had grown dull | 
but soon brightened up and the fire burned | 


with renewed vigor until the mill was en- 
tirely destroyed. The loss is about $100,- 
000, and the insurance 
cause of the fire was probably spontaneous 
combustion. 

The mill was built in 1862 and is well 
known as the seat of manufacture of all the 
United States bank and treasury note paper 
for the past thirteen years, besides the Gov- 
ernment paper for checks and postal notes, 
This and the other mill belonging to the 


Cranes have had an extraordinary record in | 


the manufacture of paper for many Govern- 
ments. 
for the United States, Canada, Mexico, 
nearly all of the South American countries, 
Russia, Italy and other foreign Govern- 
ments. 
State banks, and later for national banks, 
has been made by the firm of Crane & Co. 
ever since it was organized, forty-five years 
ago. A good deal of bond paper has also 
been made for many Governments, includ- 
ing our own. 


The ‘‘shin plaster” paper, used in the | 


time of the war for fractional currency, 
also came from Crane’s mill. The old “ dis- 
tinctive” bank note paper with parallel silk 
threads, the invention of Zenas Marshall 
Crane, was first made by Crane & Co. in 
1844 for a bank in Northampton. Its use 
by State banks spread throughout New 
England and other parts of the country 
as a device against counterfeiting. Mr. 
Crane’s idea was to put in one colored 
thread for a $1 bill, two for $2, three for $3, 
four for $5, five for $10, and so on. After 
ithe establishment of the national bank- 
ing system the Government adopted the 
use of a ‘localized fibre” paper, which | 
was somewhat distinctive and was made in 
Pennsylvania. In 1879 the contract for 
making this paper was let to Crane & Co., 
whose ‘ distinctive” paper, with the dis- 
tributed colored silk fibre, in addition to 
the colored silk threads that had so long 
been in use, so found favor with John Sher- 
man, then Secretary of the Treasury, that 
he issued an order, dated June 10, 1879, 
that it be adopted. 

A special dispatch yesterday afternoon 
from Dalton, Mass., to THe Paper TRADE 
JourNAL says that the fire did its work in 
less than an hour, but 350,000 sheets of the 
valuable paper were saved ; also that the 
United States Government will not suffer 
any present inconvenience as the Pioneer 


paper for almost half a century, will now 
turn it out as speedily as it may be re- 
quired. A new mill will be constructed at 
once on the Coltsville site.

Manipulating Gaskets. 





Many engineers dislike to remove 
handhole or manhole cover, because the 
gaskets stick to the boiler and are ruined, 
and must be chipped off before a tight joint 
can again be made. Because of this many 
inspections are passed that would otherwise 
be attended to. This trouble may be pre- 
vented by the use of dry black lead or 
graphite mixed with oil.

Sometimes common chalk is used 
with good results in place of the graphite. 
If screws were dipped in a mixture of black 
lead and oil they could be easily removed, 
even after years of setting. This mixture 
's also used in putting up steam pipe in | 
Place of red lead. It makes a tight joint, 
while the joint can be broken very easily at 
any time.

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General Notes. 





George F. Brown was elected a member 
of the Stationers’ Board of Trade at the 
regular meeting of the board of trustees on 
Tuesday last. 

Horatio Bottomley, Joseph Isaacs, Charles 
Dollman and former Lord Mayor Sir Henry 
Isaacs have been held for trial in £1,000 
each in London on the charge of conspiring 
to cheat the Hansard Publishing Union, 
Limited, which recently failed, of upward 
of £30,000. Their operations in purchasing 
paper mills have led to this dénouement. 

William A. Losey, fifty years old, who 
stole $30,000 from the Molleson Brothers 
Company, paper dealers, at 18 Beekman 
street, has been indicted for forgery of en- 
try. Assistant District Attorney Weeks 
stated on Thursday that Losey was ready 
to plead guilty, but that what disposition to 
make of his case had not yet been deter- 
mined. 

On Wednesday, April 13, the articles of 
incorporation of the Typothetz of the City 
of New York were filed in the county 
clerk’s office. Among the incorporators 
are Theodore L. De Vinne, Douglas Taylor, 
W. C. Rogers, Martin B. Brown, Joseph J. 
Little, John C. Rankin, Jr., Howard Lock- | 
wood, James W. Pratt, Peter De Baun, Ed- 
ward Taylor and Henry Bessey. 

A new galvanizing process is thus de- 
scribed: The wire cloth or netting which 
is to be galvanized is first immersed in a 
bath of molten metal, and after being re- 
moved from the bath is drawn through a 
wiper composed of coal dust floating on the 
surface of the molten metal. The coal dust 
is regarded as far more efficient for this | 
purpose than the coke which is ordinarily 
employed. 

A provision is made in the proposed new 
patent law of Denmark that any patents is- 
sued in accordance with the old regulations, 
or pending patents applications, can come 
under the new law and thus enjoy the fifteen 
years’ protection. The novelty will then, 
however, be tested as if the new application 
had been filed on the date of the former ap- 
plication. No patent will be granted when 
applied for for more than seven months 
after publication of foreign patent specifica- 
tion. 

Power transmission by compressed air 
seems to be a practical proposition to a dis- 
tance of 20 miles at least. At 10 miles the 
practical efficiencies of different modes are 
given by prime authorities at 43 per cent. 
for compressed air, 26 per cent. for hy- 
draulic, and 21 per cent. for wirerope. The 
usual way of transmitting power is by trans- 
porting the coal. The efficiency of the 
last in engineering terms in Philadelphia, 
which is not far from the coal regions, is 
given at only 50 per cent. 

At a meeting of the directors of the | 
United States Rubber Company on April 14 | 
there were present Messrs. Henry L. Hotch- 
kiss, J. Edward Simmons, Robert D. Evans, 
William L. Trenholm, M. C. Martin, John 
D. Townsend, John I. Waterbury, Henry 
Steers, Charles L. Johnson, William Bar- 
bour, Charles E. Thayer, Thomas F. Pat- 
terson and James Deshler. Negotiations 
for the purchase of the plant and business 
of the Meyer Rubber Company, of New 
Brunswick, N. J., owned by John R. and 
James B. Ford, were reported as progress- 
ing satisfactorily. George A. Lewis, pres- 
ident of the Goodyear Metallic Rubber 
Shoe Company, was elected a director. 
The capital stock of the company was in- 
creased to $12,500,000, the company having 
the right to issue under its articles of incor- 
poration up to $50,000,000. 

A Montreal firm of leather belting manu- 
facturers has now on exhibition what is | 
claimed to be the largest driving belt ever 
made in Canada. It is rivetless; a solid | 
mass of leather, three ply, cemented to- | 
gether by a pressure of 30 tons weight from 
the hydraulic press. Its width is 58 inches, 
length 130 feet and about an inch in 
thickness, and of 2,000 pounds weight. 
The outsides of the belt are with- 
out a patch, while the whole con- 
tains 100 steer hides selected as to su- 
periority from a collection of over 2,000 
steers. From the press the belt will be 
submitted to a special process. whereby the 
surface will be made proof against oil ab- 
sorption, when it will be ready for use. 
This immense belt is intended to be placed | 
in position on the driving pulleys of the 
Royal Electric Light Company's new en- 
gine, and will transmit 800 horse power. 

Recently the Jessup & Moore Paper Com- 
pany entered suit in the Common Pleas 
Court, Philadelphia, against the Baltimore 
and Philadelphia Railroad Company to re- 
cover damages. The paper company owns | 
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a paper mill near Wilmington, on Brandy- 
wine Creek, and connected with the mill 
maintains a pond or series of vats called a 
‘settling pond,” in which the water is 
cleared prior to its use in the mill. The 
paper company alleges that the railroad 
company constructed a bridge across Bran- 
dywine Creek, near the pond, and that the 
grease, dirt and dust from the railroad set- 
tled in the pond, making it unfit for use in 
the paper mill, so that it was found neces- 
sary by the paper company to construct 
a filtering apparatus at great expense. The 
suit was brought to recover damages from 
the railroad company for the expense of 
these alterations. In its defense the rail- 
road company alleges that it entered into 
an agreement with the paper company by 
which the railroad company constructed a 
floor under its bridge, with raised sides, 
to retain any grease or dust from the rail- 
road bridge. The railroad company al- 
leges that it constructed the floor under 
this bridge, and that no dirt falls into 
the pond from the superstructure. It 
further says that the paper company 
has not sustained as heavy damages 
as represented in the construction of 
the filter; that the pond is not used on 
all occasions, but only in time of high water, 
when Brandywine Creek is too muddy for 
the use of its water in the mill; that the 
dirt in the pond, if any, comes from an ad- 
joining smokestack, and that if the paper 
company has sustained any damages the 
proper court of jurisdiction is that of the 
State of Delaware.

Aluminum improves cast iron as 
phosphorus improves tombac and brass, the 
thin fluid is increased and the oxide sep- 
arated.—Metallarébeiter.

This construction relieves the digesters of 
any strain upon the axis of motion and con- 
verts it to the wheels somewhat similar to 
ball bearing axles. 

Another neat contrivance in connection 
with the revolving digesters is a simple 
system of loose pulleys whereby the digest- 
&fs are made to rotate about six times per 
hour while cooking and five times as fast 
when emptying and flushing, a movement 
of a handle making the desired change at 
the will of the operator. 

Each digester holds about five and e half 
cords of wood and can be filled in forty min- 
utes and with acid in twenty minutes ; the 
Wood is cooked in eleven hours and emptied 
i six minutes without cooling, hot water 
being exclusively used in flushing at a tem- 
perature not lower than 150° Fahr.

The first annual general meeting of 
the United Alkali Company, Limited, was 
held March 24, Sir Charles Tennant, Bart., 
honorary president of the company, presid- 
ing. There was a very numerous attend- 
ance. 

The directors of the company in their re- 
port considered that they had every reason 
to be satisfied with the results of the first 
fourteen months’ working, and with the 
position and prospects of the company. 
The profit and loss account on, the working 
of the fourteen months which ended on 
December 31 last showed a net profit of

| property of the United Alkali Company, 
Limited, as are also the copper works in the 
same town, established and worked by 
Duncan McKechnie. 

‘* At these latter works a large quantity of
